PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

Transmitting a Communication, dated February 22, 2000 from 

JOHN H. STROGER. JR., President, Cook County Board of Commissioners 

Respectfully request approval of proposed amendments to the Human Resources Ordinance, which 
currently serves as the blueprint for the Bureau’s duties and responsibilities. 

Several amendments are "form” in nature, adding a section heading numbering system and subsections. 
There are also minor text amendments inserting words or reordering sentence structures for grammatical 
purposes. 

The primary substantive amendments provide for transition to the Human Resources "Career Service” 
system from "Civil Service”; distinguish Career Service from other Human Resources functions, such as 
benefits administration, salary administration, etc.; clarify the application of prior handbooks, rules, 
guides, etc., which, over the years, have been used by employees and recognized by courts as applicable 
unless repealed; and clarity the application of by-laws, state licensing board and accrediting organizations 
to selection and discipline of physicians and dentists. 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

ORDINANCE AMENDING 
BUREAU OF HUMAN RESOURCES ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook. Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to 
Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, 
may exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 
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WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule powers, on November 44 19, 1992, the Board of 
Commissioners of Cook County adopted an Ordinance creating the Bureau of Human Resources to 
establish a professional and progressive merit-based human resources management system and to 
administer human resource functions; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County determines that it is necessary to make 
certain amendments to such Ordinance and to further provide for transition and implementation of such 
Ordinance; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of Commissioners of the County of 
Cook, Illinois, as follows: 


ARTICLE ONE 

The November 4-6 J_9, 1992, Ordinance establishing the Bureau of Human Resources is hereby 
amended as set forth below by insertion of underlined text and deletion of stricken text: 

Section 1. PURPOSE 

It is the general purpose of this Ordinance, and it is necessary in the public interest, to establish a 
professional and progressive merit-based human resource management system that: (1) attracts, retains 
and motivates competent County employees; (2) provides the President and other County executives with 
the necessary flexibility and management control to assure the delivery of quality public service and (3) 
establishes fair, equitable procedures for employees and applicants for employment. 

Section 2. ESTABLISHMENT OF THE BUREAU OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

There is hereby established a Bureau which shall be known as the Bureau of Human Resources. 

The Chief of Human Resources shall be the chief executive officer of the Bureau of Human 

Resources and shall be appointed by the President and shall serve at the pleasure of the President. 

The Chief of Human Resources shall be responsible for the general management and control of 

the Bureau Human Resources in a manner consistent with the ordinances of the County, the laws 

of the state, and the rules of the Bureau. 

^ The Chief of Human Resources shall have the power and duty to: 

(1) Encourage and exercise leadership in the development of effective human resources 
management within the several departments in the County service, and to make available 
the facilities of the Bureau of Human Resources to this end; 

(2) Advise department heads, including elected officials, and the budget director as to the 
correct classification of a position before it is included in the budget and before an 
appointment is made. No appointment shall be approved without the prior approval of 
the Chief of Human Resources as to the classification of the position; 

(3) Foster and develops (aj. programs for th e improv e m e nt of e mp l oy ee e ff e ctiv e n e ss for the 
administration of human resource functions including position classification, salary 
administration, employee benefits, collective bargaining, labor management relations, 
employee communications, safety and health for the employees in all County 
departments including departments headed by elected officials ; and , and also, i ncluding 
but not l imit e d to. (b). programs for a professional and progressive merit based system for 
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human resources management (hereafter “Career Service"). Career Service shall include 
programs for recruitment, selection, discipline, grievance , promotion, affimiative action, 
performance management, probationary periods and training. . for e mploy ee s und e r th e 
d i r e ct i on and control of th e Pr es id e nt provid e d that an e l e ct e d d e partm e nt h e ad may 
r e qu e st inc l us i on of th e e mploy ee s und e r h i s/h e r dir e ct i en -ift any such pr o gram ; 

(4) Establish and maintain records of all employees in the County service, in which there 
shall be set forth as to each employee the class title, pay and status, and other relevant 
data; 


(5) Certify that persons named on every payroll have been appointed and employed in 
accordance with the current budget; in addition, for employees under the direction and 
control of the President certify that persons named on payrolls have been appointed and 
employed in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance and the rules adopted 
thereunder. No disbursing or auditing officer shall make or approve or take any part in 
making or approving any payment for personnel service to those persons holding a 
position in the County service unless said payroll voucher or account of such pay bears 
the certification of the Chief of Human Resources or his/her authorized agent; 

(6) Apply and carry out this ordinance and the rules thereunder and perform any other lawful 
acts which may be necessary or desirable to carry out the purpose and provisions of this 
ordinance; 


(7) Delegate responsibility for a tl- o i- -any portion of a- huma« - r e sourc e manag e m e nt proc e dur e 
H tc l udmg. —bat—net—fa n i t e d to, sele ct i on. - cla s sification, training, and — p e rformanc e 
manag e m e nt where necessary to a department head or departmental designee subj e ct to 
aud i t and approval by th e Chi e f of H uman R es e a re es. 

Section 3. EXEMPTIONS 


The Bureau of Human Resources Ordinance and the Human Resources Management System thereby 
created, shall be construed as the law regulating the civil services of Cook County for all purposes 
including Section 17 of the Cook County Forest Preserve Act (70 ILCS 810/17) except as herein 
exempted. There shall be three categories of exemption from the provisions of this Ordinance. 

A. First, t The following positions shall be exempt from the classification authority of the Chief of 
Human Resources and from the s e l e ction Career Service provisions of this ordinance. 

(1) Elected officials; 

(2) Bureau Chiefs; 

(3) Executive heads of departments; 

(4) Members of boards and commissions. 

^ S e cond, t The following positions shall be exempt only from the Career Service and th e s e l e ct i on 
provisions of this ordinance ; these positions shall be subject to classification and all other 
provisions of the ordinance: 

(1) Employees working directly for the County Board and its various committees; 

(2) Employees working in the office of the President, and employees in the offices of the 
Bureau Chiefs and the Department of Capital Planning and Policy; 
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(3) Employees of departments directly or indirectly headed by an elected official other than 
the President; 

(4) Employ ee s whos e work is s e asona l and do e s not e xc ee d 150 day in any cal e ndar y e ar ; 
Employees whose position has been designated as an exempt position pursuant to the 
Judgment in the matter of Michael L. Shakman. et al.. vs. The Democratic Organization 
of Cook County, et al.. 69 C 2145 entered on January 7. 1994 in the United States District 
Court for the Northern District of Illinois. Eastern Division. 

(5) Employees designated as executive service because they are responsible for the 
development of departmental management policy or because their positions are at the 
nexus where policy and implementation meet and are therefore, essential to the 
successful implementation of policy; 

(6) Positions exempted from the career service pursuant to the rules of the Bureau upon 
recommendation of a department head and after comment and recommendation by the 
Chief of Human Resources and the approval of the President. These additional 
exemptions must be based on the need for flexibility in appointment to positions which 
(a) are necessary in order to maintain confidentiality or (b) are administratively 
necessary in order to effect a program including, but not limited to, such programs as 
internships, student work experience programs, trainee programs, federal public service 
employment programs, and any other programs, which, because of the program 
requirements, cannot be subject to career service requirements. 

All employees exempted in the above category are considered to be “at will” employees and shall serve at 
the pleasure of the appointing authority unless otherwise provided for bv law or contract. 

C. Th ir d - . - th e s e l e ction and disc i p li n e , of p Physicians and dentists employed bv the County of Cook 
to work within the Cook County Bureau of Health Services shall be exempt from Career Service and shall 
^ governed by the provisions of Section 8 of this Ordinance. 

Unless exempted under Section 3 of this Ordinance, all other employees under the direction and control 
of the Office of the President shall be covered under the m e r i t ba se d Career Service provisions s e l e ction 
proc e dur e s provided for herein. 

An e l e ct e d off i c i al who is th e e .x e cut i v e h e ad of aCounty d e partm e nt - may r e qu e st that e mploy ee i n said 
d e partm e nt c e as e to b e e x e mpt e d from th e provi s ions for th e m e rit bas e d s e l e ction and — promot i on 
proc e dur es- ef th is Ordinanc e . — Such r e qu e st s ha ll b e in writing to th e - Pr esi d e nt. — Th e Pr es id e nt sha l l 
r e spond in writing and upon th e Pr e s i d e nt’s approva l , th e e mploy ee s of such d e paf t m en t shal l b e subj e ct 
to th e car ee r se rvic e and th e m e rit ba se d s e l e ction and promot i on provis i ons of thi s Ordinanc e . —A«y

— Any e mploy ee of s uch d e partm e nt at th e t i m e of approva l , e xc e pt an i ncumb e nt in a 
position oth e rwis e e x e mpt e d in this se ction, who has s e rv e d in his or h e r position in th e sam e tit le for on e 
y e ar or mor e s hall hav e car ee r s e rv i c e s tatu s in that pos i t i on. 
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Section 4. HUMAN RESOURCE RULES 

A. The Chief of Human Resources shall issue rules to implement the provisions of this Ordinance . 
Prior to the effective date of such rules, the Chief of Human Resources shall give public notice in one or 
more newspapers of general circulation, and in no case shall such publication be less than 10 days before 
the effective date of the proposed rule or amendment to the rule. Such public notice shall include 
information concerning where the rules can be reviewed and where comments may be directed. Nothing 
contained herein shall prohibit the Chief of Human Resources from giving other appropriate public 
notice. The rules shall provide for: 

(1) The preparation, maintenance and revision of a position classification plan for all 
positions, except those exempted in Section 3 of this Ordinance based upon similarity of 
duties performed and responsibility assigned, so that the same qualifications may 
reasonably be required for and the same schedule of pay may be applied equitably to all 
positions in the same class; 

(2) The annual submission of a pay plan to the President; 

(3) The recruitment of persons in the Career Service on the basis of their r el a t ive fitn e ss 
qualifications . Whenever it is appropriate in the judgment of the Chief of Human 
Resources a fair and open lottery procedure may be applied to develop the order of 
candidates to be considered for selection. Other selection procedures including, but not 
limited to interviews, performance tests, or medical examinations may be applied; 

(4) The establishment of lists of eligibles for appointment and promotion in Career Service, 
upon which lists shall be placed the names of successful candidates in order of their 
relative excellence in the respective examinations, where such examinations are 
administered . The Chief of Human Resources may substitute categorical rankings such 
as excellent, well qualified and qualified for numerical rating and establish eligible lists 
accordingly. Such rules may provide for lists by area or location, by department or other 
agency, for removal of those not available for or refusing employment, for minimum and 
maximum duration of such lists, for the addition of names of successful candidates to list 
and for such other provisions as may be necessary to provide rapid and satisfactory 
service to the operating agencies. The rules may authorize removal of eligibles from lists 
if those eligibles fail to furnish evidence of availability upon forms sent to them by the 
Chief of Human Resources; 

(5) The certification to an appointing authority the namest-(a) of a minimum of -the seven 
persons, or all applicants if less than seven apply, (aj with the highest numerical ratings 
available on the appropriate eligible list to fill each vacancy, or (b) from the highest 
ranking group if the list is by categorical ranking instead of numerical ratings; 

(6) Promotions which shall give appropriate considerations to the applicant’s qualifications, 
record of performance and ability; 

(7) Probationary periods after original appointment not to exceed one year. An employee 
who complete a probationaiy period shall have the status of a career service employee;

(8) Probationary periods after promotional appointment not to exceed one year. The rules 
may also provide for the restoring of an employee's Career Service status to the class 
from which a promotion was made when an employee does not successfully complete a 
promotional probationary period or when an employee requests a return to the next lower 
rank with the approval of the department head; 

(9) Emergency employment for not more than 90 ^ days with the consent of the Chief of 
Human Resources and for provisional employment when there is no appropriate eligible 
list available. No s uch provisiona l appo in tm e nt s hal l cont i nu e long e r than si x month s . 
e xc e pt during th e f i r s t two y e ars aft e r th e adoption of this Ordinanc e 

(10) Keeping records of performance of employees in the Career Service, which perfonnance 
records shall be considered in determining salary increments or increases for meritorious 
services; as a factor in discharges and transfers. Appropriate perfonnance records will be 
maintained for other employees; 

(11) Layoffs in the Career Service, by reason of lack of funds or work, or abolition of a 
position, or material change in duties or organization, and for reemployment of 
employees so laid off; 

(12) Implementation and administration of the grievance procedure provided by this 
Ordinance; 

(13) The establishment of disciplinary measures such as suspension, demotion in rank or 
grade, or discharge. Where e xc e pt for employees are subject to a collective bargaining 
agreement and that Any s uc d t agreement establishes shall b e th e ba s is for disciplinary or 
proc e ssing grievances procedures, conc e rning di s ciplin e , those procedures control. For all 
other Career Service employees, such disciplinary measures shall provide for a statement 
of the charges on which discipline is based, together with an explanation of the evidence 
supporting the charges and an opportunity for the employee to respond to the charges in 
writing before action is taken, appeals after such disciplinary action, and a hearing on the 
charges upon request of the employee in case of discharge, demotion or suspension 
exceeding 10 work days, consistent with the requirement of due process of law. The 
charges and explanation of evidence need not be in any particular form, but must be 
sufficient to apprize the employee of the matters on which discipline may be based. The 
employee’s response must be reviewed by the department head or designee responsible 
for making the decision, provided that such designee may be the person who initiated the 
charges against the employee. No career service employee may be discharged, demoted 
or suspended for more than 10 work days unless the statement of charges and any matter 
in support are first reviewed by the Chief of Human Resources, before the employee is 
notified of such action; 

(14) Development and operations of programs to improve work effectiveness, including 
training, education, safety, health, welfare, counseling, recreation and employee relations. 
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Section 5. EMPLOYEE APPEALS BOARD 

There is hereby created an Employee Appeals Board consisting of three five members appointed by the 
President of the County Board for a term of six years, or until their respective successors are appointed 
and qualified, except that of the initially appointed board, one member shall be appointed for two years, 
Ofte two members shall be appointed for four years, and one two members for six years. Upon the 
expiration of the term of any member of the p e rsonn e l board Employee Appeals Board , the President 
shall appoint each successor for a term of six years and each member shall serve until a successor is 
appointed and qualified. A vacancy shall be filled for the remainder of an unexpired term in the same 
manner as original appointments. The President shall appoint one of the members of tbe board as 
chairperson to serve for a term of two years or until a successor is appointed. The President may, in the 
President's discretion, remove any member of the Employee Appeals Board for incompetence, neglect of 
duty or malfeasance in office. The President shall forthwith notify the County Board in writing of any 
such removal. Any vacancy created by such removal by the President shall be filled by the President 
pursuant to the provision of this Section. 

In addition to the duties described in Section 6, the Employee Appeals Board may be requested by the 
President or by the Chief of Human Resources to prepare special reports or to otherwise give advice on 
human resource issues. 

Section 6. HEARING OF CHARGES DISCIPLINARY ACTIONS BROUGHT AGAINST 
EMPLOYEES 

A. The Employee Appeals Board, a member thereof, or a hearing officer appointed by the Board 
shall conduct a hearing of all appeals by any Career Service employee not represented by a union, of 
discharge, demotion, or suspension for a period of more than 10 days upon request of the employee. The 
Chief of Human Resources and may provide by rule for review of suspensions of 10 days or less. The 
Employee Appeals Board, any of its members, or a hearing officer appointed by the Board may 
administer oaths and secure by notice both the evidence and witnesses for the production of relevant 
books and papers. All proceedings before the Board, a member thereof, or the hearing officer shall be 
recorded. The findings and decision of a member of the Board or hearing officer shall be certified to the 
Employee Appeals Board, which may accept or reject the findings and decision or may require further 
hearing before the Board. After the Board accepts the findings and decision of its member or hearing 
officer, or after a hearing, the Employee Appeals Board shall certify the findings and decision to the Chief 
of Human Resources who shall then notify the appropriate appointing authority. Nothing in this Section 
limits the power of the appointing authority or his/her designee to take disciplinary action against a 
subordinate pursuant to the rules of the Bureau of Human Resources. 

B. Appeals by an employee of discharge, demotion or suspension for a period exceeding 10 days 
shall be governed by the following procedure: 

(1) The employee shall be given written notice of the disciplinary decision by the department 
head or designee. The employee may appeal the department head’s or designee's 
decision to the Employee Appeals Board by making a written request therefor within five 
calendar days of the effective date of discipline. An appeal shall not affect the effective 
date of discipline. 
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(2) If the employee requests a hearing, a date therefore shall be set, not more than 45 days 
following receipt of the request for hearing by the Employee Appeals Board. Either party 
may request a continuance for good cause shown, but the hearing must be completed 
within 60 calendar days of the initial hearing date. If the time limitations provided for 
herein are not met due to delay requested by or caused by the County , the employee shall 
be entitled prospectively to the pay and benefits of the position held before the 
imposition of suspension or discharge, or in the case of a demotion the difference in pay 
between the former and current positions, beginning with the first day after the failure to 
meet the time limit, pending decision of the Employee Appeals Board, but the employee 
shall have no right to be reinstated except by order of the Employee Appeals Board. The 
Employee Appeals Board shall file a written report in all cases where a discharged, 
demoted or suspended employee becomes entitled to the pay and benefits of his or her 
former position prospectively by reason of failure to meet a time limit. The report shall be 
filed with the County Board within 21 days of the failure to meet a time limit, and shall 
contain the causes and circumstances of such failure. Nothing herein shall deprive the 
employee Appeals Board of jurisdiction to decide the merits of the disciplinary action. 

(3) An employee whose discipline is not upheld shall receive full back pay for any period 
when he or she was off work, or serving in a lower position, less any lesser disciplinary 
action imposed by the Board. Said employee shall be reinstated to his or her position or 
such lower position as determined by the Board, upon notification of the Board’s 
decision, or following such lesser discipline as may be imposed by the Board, as 
appropriate. 

Section 7. GRIEVANCE PROCEDURES FOR EMPLOYEES 

The Chief of Human Resources shall prescribe uniform procedures for pursuing grievances for Career 
Service employees not r e pr e s e nt e d by a un i on where such grievance procedures are not provided in a 
collective bargaining agreement , including provisional employees. "Grievances," as defined herein shall 
not include disputes over salary scales, reclassification or wage rates. 

Section 8. THE SELECTION AND DISCIPLINE OF PHYSICIANS AND DENTISTS 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Ordinance, the Chief of the Cook County Bureau of Health 
Services shall establish the procedures for the recruitment, selection, a«4-discipline, grievance, 
affirmative action, performance management, probationary periods, training and promotion of physicians 
and dentists employed by the County of Cook to work within the Cook County Bureau of Health Services 
will b e th e r es ponsibility of th e Ch ie f H ea l t h S e rv i c e s offic e r in a manner consistent with applicable law 
and the requirements of applicable accrediting organizations, stat e statut e s, requir e m e nts of th e—Jeifrt 
Comm i ss i on on Accr e ditation of H e althcar e Organizations and th e By l aw s of th e M e dical Staff. No 
physician or dentist shall be entitled to proceed under this Ordinance to grieve a corrective action taken 
against medical staff membership or clinical privileges pursuant to the applicable Medical Staff Bylaws. 

Section 9. NON-DISCRIMINATION 

No person shall discriminate against any County employee or applicant for County employment because 
of race, color, sex, age, religion, disability, national origin, ancestry, sexual orientation, marital status, 
parental status, military discharge status, source of income, er housing, or any other protected category 
established by law, statute or ordinance. 
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Section 10. UNLAWFUL PRACTICES RELATING TO EMPLOYEES AND EMPLOYMENT - 
PENALTY 

A. No person shall directly or indirectly coerce, attempt to coerce or command any employee in the 
County service to pay, lend or contribute anything of value to a party, committee, organization, agency, or 
person for political purposes. Nothing herein contained shall affect the right of the employee to hold 
membership in, and support, a political party or candidate, to vote as he/she chooses, to express his/her 
opinions on all political subjects and candidates, to maintain political neutrality, and to attend political 
meetings. 

B. No persons shall make any false statement, certificate, mark, rating or report with regard to any 
test, certification or appointment made under any provisions of this Ordinance or in any manner commit 
or attempt to commit any fraud, prevent the impartial execution of this Ordinance and any rules issues 
thereunder. 

C. No person shall, directly or indirectly, give, render, pay, offer, solicit, or accept any money, 
service or other valuable consideration for any appointment, proposed appointment, promotion or 
proposed promotion, or any advantage in a position in the County service. 

D. No employee of the Bureau of Human Resource, e.xaminer, or other person shall deceive or 
obstruct any person in his/her right to examination, eligibility, certification or appointment under this 
Ordinance, or furnish to any person special or secret information for the purpose of affecting the rights of 
any person with respect to employment in the career service. 

E. Any person who willfully violates this section shall be fined not less than $100 nor more than $500 
or be imprisoned for not more than 6 months, or both. Any person who is found to be in violation of this 
section shall, for a period of five years, be ineligible for appointment to or employment in a position in the 
County service, and if he/she is an officer or employee of the County shall forfeit his/her office or position. 

Section 11. APPLICABILITY TO CAREER CIVIL SERVICE AND PROBATIONARY CAREER 
SERVICE EMPLOYEES 

A. Employees who are civil service or probationary civil service immediately prior to the adoption 
of this Ordinance shall be continued in their respective positions in the Career Service without further 
examination, unless exempted from Career Service or s e parat e d from th ei r positions as provid e d by 
ordinanc e or rul e . Nothing h e r ei n sha l l pr e clud e th e r e clas s ification or r e al l ocation as prov i d e d by th is 
chapt e r of any posit i on h el d by such i ncumb e nt . 

The Civil Service Commissions of Cook County shall be and is hereby abolished. Matters pending before 
the Civil Service Commission of Cook County shall be continued and concluded in accordance with Rules 
and Regulations of the Civil Service Commission but shall be decided bv the Employee Appeals Board. 

For the period of transition, the President may appoint the current members of the Civil Service 
Commission to serve as the members of the Employee Appeals Board. Each member so appointed shall 
serve for the remainder of the unexpired term of appointment to the Civil Service Commission. Upon 
expiration of the current terms of office, appointment to the Employee Appeals Board shall be as 
provided in Section 5 of the Human Resources Ordinance. Members of the Civil Service Commission 
appointed to serve on the Employee Appeals Board pursuant to this paragraph shall not be entitled to 
receive additional compensation, but shall receive the compensation provided for members of the Civil 
Service Commission for the remainder of the 2000 fiscal year. Thereafter, compensation for members of 
the Employee Appeals Board shall be pursuant to appropriation. 
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^ The following transition schedule shall apply to employee disciplinary matters: 

(1.) All disciplinary matters pending before the Civil Service Commission on the effective 
date of this Amendatory Ordinance shall be continued for disposition pursuant to the 
rules of the Civil Service Commission, except that such matters shall be heard and 
decided by the Employee Appeals Board. 

(2T Where an employee is subject to a collective bargaining agreement which provides for 
disciplinary measures under rules of the Civil Service Commission and the employee has 
elected to proceed under the Civil Service Commission, such disciplinary matters shall 
commence and continue for disposition under the rules of the Civil Service Commission 
until such time as the collective bargaining agreement expires or is amended. 

(3.) Upon the effective date of this Amendatory Ordinance, disciplinary actions may be 
initiated pursuant to rules of the Civil Service Commission for a period of sixty days, 
only where such actions pertain to events or other infractions which took place prior to 
the effective date of these amendments. Thereafter, all disciplinary actions shall be 
initiated pursuant to rules and regulations promulgated in accordance with the Bureau of 
Human Resources Ordinance- 


Section 12. TEMPORARY APPOINTMENTS 

The determination of positions to be covered by the Career Service shall be made within one hundred and 
eighty days of the effective date of this Ordinance, unless extended by the Board. At that time, any 
employee holding a temporary appointment under Civil Service shall have Career Service status subject 
to the following provisions. 

An employee holding a temporary appointment in a civil service position for one year or more 
immediately prior to the adoption of this Ordinance shall have Career Service status in that Position 
without further examination, unl e ss se parat e d a s prov i d e d by ordinanc e or rul e , or unless the position is 
oth e rwis e r e c l a ssi fi e d, r e allocat e d or exempted from career service as provided by this Ordinance. 

Any employee holding a temporary appointment in a civil service position for less than one year 
immediately prior to the adoption of this Amendatory Ordinance shall be required to serve a probationary 
period of one year commencing on the date of the employee's temporary appointment to that position. 
Upon the successful completion of any such probationary' period, said employee shall have Career Service 
status in that position without further examination, unless separated as provided by ordinance or rule, or 
unless the position is otherwise reclassified, reallocated or exempted from Career Service as provided by 
this Ordinance. Any employee covered under the provisions of a collective bargaining contract will be 
subject to the probationary period found in that contract rather than the provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 13. RECIPROCAL AGREEMENTS WITH OTHER AGENCIES 

The Chief of Human Resources is authorized and empowered to enter into reciprocal agreements, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon, for the use of equipment, materials, facilities, with any public agency 
or body for purposes deemed of benefit to the County service. The Chief of Human Resources may 
cooperate with other governmental agencies in conducting personnel tests, classification of positions, 
recruiting personnel and training personnel. 
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Section 14. EARLIER RULES AND REGULATIONS EFFECT OF RULES 

This Amendatory Ordinance repeals, supplants and supersedes: the rules, reuulations. directives and 
policies of the Civil Service Commission of Cook County, the Health and Hospital Governing 
Commission, and the Department of Personnel and the Position Classification Agency (collectively 
"former rules”): the March 1987 Human Relations Guide for Supervisors: the December 1995 
Progressive Discipline and the Grievance Process: A Guide for Supervisors: the July 1996 Cook County 
Employee Resource Guide: and, any policies, procedures or handbooks of any department or agency 
under the direction and control of the Office of the President to the extent they are inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Ordinance and the rules promulgated hereunder. This Ordinance and the rules adopted 
pursuant hereto shall be the sole source of authority governing Cook Countv human resources 
management .

Cook County' Firearm Training Certification 

This Ordinance may be cited as the Cook County Firearms Training Certification Ordinance. 
Cook County and other counties throughout Illinois and the United States have experienced 
incidents of violent crimes involving firearms, specifically, handguns. 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is committed to protect the health, safety 
and welfare of the citizens of Cook County, and 
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WHEREAS, unintentional firearm injuries and death occur each year due to a lack of proper 
training in the handling and storage of firearms. According to the Center for Disease Control’s National 
Center for Injury Prevention unintentional firearm deaths in the nation have historically accounted for as 
much as 58% of firearm deaths of persons between the ages of 10-29 years, and 

WHEREAS, current Illinois Law requires for the purchase of firearms and ammunition that the 
purchaser possess a valid Firearm Owner Identification Card (FOID). The current law is silent on the 
purchaser’s competency and ability to handle a firearm in safe and proper manner, and 

WHEREAS, firearms, especially handguns, are a major contributor to incidents of death and 
permanent injury to the general citizenry and contributes to the increase and spiraling cost to the 
taxpayers of Cook County (i.e., healthcare, law enforcement and the judicial system), it is in the best 
interest of the citizenry that firearm owners be required to complete a certified course in firearms training. 

NOW THEREFORE, PURSUANT TO THE HOME RULE AUTHORITY OF THE COOK 
COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS AS VESTED IN IT BY THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION, 
BE IT ORDAINED: 

That it is in the best interest of the public that purchasers of firearms in Cook County shall prior 
to the purchase of a firearm have completed a Certified Firearm Training Course which must have been 
taught by a Certified Firearms Instructor. 

a) The firearms instructor shall have completed and have been certified by the Illinois Law 
Enforcement Training Standards Board or an equivalent recognized training and certification 
organization; 

b) The course, at a minimum shall be an 8 hour course, which shall include instructions in safe 
handling, storage and current law effecting firearms and ammunition purchase and proper 
transportation of firearms; 

c) Upon an applicants completion of the Firearm Training Course the instructor shall issue to the 
applicant a certificate stating that the applicant has completed the Firearms Training Course and 
that he/she is qualified to handle a firearm in a safe and proper manner. 

ARTICLE I GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Title 

Section 1-1 This ordinance shall be known as the “Cook County Firearm Training Certification 
Ordinance.” 

Applicability 

Section 1-2 (a) This ordinance shall control both the sale and purchase of firearms to the general 

purchasing public within Cook County except in home rule municipalities which have a separate 
municipal ordinance specifically regulating firearms safety training and purchase of firearms. 

(b) Pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(c) of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, 
if this ordinance conflicts with an ordinance of a home rule municipality, the municipal ordinance shall 
prevail within its jurisdiction. 
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Severability 

Section 1-3 If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence or clause of this ordinance or the 
application thereof to any person is for any reason deemed to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision 
shall not affect, impair or invalidate any remaining section, subsection, paragraph, sentence or clause 
hereof or the application of this ordinance to any other person. 

Effective Date 

Section 1-4 This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon passage and publication. 

ARTICLE II 

Definitions 

Section 2-1 As used in the Cook County Firearm Training Certification Ordinance: 

a) Firearms Training shall mean a course taught by a Certified Firearms Instructor. The Certified 
Instructor shall have completed the Illinois Law Enforcement Training and Standards Board 40 
hour training course. 

b) Fireanu Training Course shall mean a course consisting of a minimum of 8 hours training 
comprised of instructions in safe handling of a firearm, safe storage of a firearm and the various 
laws applicable to possession of a firearm, ammunition and transportation of firearms. 

c) The Certificate of Training shall express that the applicant has completed the required hours of 
training and that the named party has demonstrated his or her competency in the safe handling of 
firearms and that he/she is qualified to purchase a firearm. 

d) Nothing in this ordinance shall entitle a person who has completed a Certified Firearms Training 
Course to purchase a fireann if he/she does not possess a current valid Firearms Owners 
Identification Card or has not complied with any other existing Federal, State, County, or other 
local (municipal) law then in effect. 

Section 3-1 Minimum Course Requirements: 

The course shall be designed to provide the individual with specific and definitive information 
regarding shotguns, rifles and handguns. Safety shall be the fundamental focus of the course and shall be 
stressed throughout the required hours of instructions. 

Course objectives shall at a minimum include the following: 

a) The different types of shotguns, rifles and handguns 

b) The parts of a shotgun, rifle and handgun shall be taught. 

c) The methods of safe storage and cleaning techniques for shotguns, rifles, handguns and 
ammunition shall be stressed 

d) Federal and State laws that pertain to firearms shall be taught.

Chairman Daley announced that the ordinance was re-distributed today because two pages were missing 
when it was originally distributed. Chairman Daley also identified that the responses from the Purchasing 
Agent to Commissioner Hansen’s questions relative to the proposed ordinance was re-distributed on 
February 7. 2000. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked Patrick McFadden, County Purchasing Agent, for a brief overview of the 
proposed ordinance amendment. 

Mr. McFadden reviewed the contracts for the last twelve months in order to make a determination of the 
fiscal impact. It was determined that often the recycled product is less of an expense than a non-recycled 
product. The substantive impact was on recycled paper, carpeting and paper manufactured without using 
chlorine. The carpeting amounted to an additional expense of $100,000.00, although the carpeting itself 
was substantive at $1.4 million worth of carpeting. The paper reflected an additional $26,000.00 on top 
of a spread of $63,000.00 over and above the non-recycled paper. The additional expense for chlorine- 
free paper was $23,000.00 on top of the $63,000.00 totaling $86,000.00. The net effect of the ordinance 
is $126,000.00, mostly in carpet and recycled paper manufactured without chlorine. 

Commissioner Hansen stated this expenditure is certainly warranted, especially with respect to chlorine- 
free paper. Commissioner Hansen asked to be added as a co-sponsor of this Ordinance. He asked how 
does the County handle the recycling of the refuse stream coming out of the County? He suggested a 
comprehensive look at this refuse stream. 

Commissioner Quigley thanked Chairman Daley because this item is an extension of an ordinance that 
was previously passed and sponsored by Chairman Daley, which has brought the County to a 53% rate of 
purchasing recycled paper. He thanked Mr. McFadden for his efforts in helping to craft the ordinance. 
Commissioner Quigley indicated that there are representatives present from the Illinois Recycling 
Coalition and Illinois Recycling Association who are in full support of the ordinance. He noted that The 
National Assoeiation of Counties’ (NACo) new initiative is “Counties purchasing recycled content.” The 
County is purchasing recycled content for cost savings, environmental purposes, and job creation. This 
ordinance, Commissioner Quigley stated, will create incentives for new markets. He further stated that 
seven land-fills in the area will be closing within the next year, and as a result environmental costs and 
financial costs will increase. The Commissioner indicated the fastest growing part of a municipality's 
budget is waste disposal. He stated there is a 25-50% cost reduction if recycling items are taken out of 
the waste stream. 

Commissioner Sutker stated this is a positive step forward. He indicated there has been a recycling effort 
on a regular basis in the Village of Skokie for over a decade and it is cost-efficient, useful and serves the 
community well. He continued by stating the landfill problem is continuing and that 20% of landfill 
capacity will be closing by the end of year 2000. 

Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Hansen moved approval of Item No. 231594. 
The motion carried.

Commissioner Sims asked Bett>' Perry if Ameritech has met the MBE/WBE requirements? 

Ms. Perry responded that Ameritech has not met the requirements. She indicated that Contract 
Compliance is waiting for information from the vendor and she noted that the contract will not be 
executed until all requirements are met. Ms. Perry concluded that the information should be received 
before the next board meeting. 

Alexis Herrera, from the Sheriffs Office, stated that the vendor supplied the Contract Compliance Office 
with documentation from 1997 and 1998. Once the vendor completes their year-end books for 1999. they 
will fully comply with the MBE/WBE requirements. 

Chairman Daley asked Ms. Perry, if before this contract is approved by the Board, will the MBE/WBE 
requirements be met? 

Ms. Periy' responded in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked if the contract will come back to the full board before it is executed. 
Chairman Daley replied yes. 

Commissioner Collins asked what does this equipment do? She also asked if the equipment sends off 
shock waves? 

Ms. Herrera responded the equipment includes ankle bracelets and home monitoring units. In response to 
Commissioner Collins question. Ms. Herrera responded that no shocks are delivered with this equipment. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved approval of Item 233733. 
The motion carried.

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved approval of Item 233734. 
The motion carried. 

233735 COOK COUNTY TREASURER, by Michael J. Shine, Chief Deputy Treasurer, transmitting 
a Communication, dated January 10, 2000: 

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to renew Contract No. 99-41-519 with 
LASALLE NATIONAL BANK, Chicago, Illinois, to provide lock box services for the first 
and second real estate tax installments of fiscal year 2000. 

The office has completed a Request for Proposal (RFP) bid process for the lock box services 
for fiscal year 2000. The office solicited responses from fifty (50) banking institutions 
resulting in twelve (12) responses. Of the twelve (12) responses eleven (II) vendors declined 
via a letter and one (1) vendor was responsive to the RFP. In general, banks declining 
submission of a proposal noted the three (3) following reasons: 

1. Lack of a branch network to provide payment centers. 

2. Lack of an ability to process the volume of payments or to provide specialized 
services. 

3. Lack of an ability to implement payment processing requirements. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $360,000.00. Costs will be offset through an interest bearing 
account. Contract period: February I, 2000 through January 31, 2001. ( 060 - 249 Account). 

* Referred to the Committee on Finance on February 2, 2000 

Chairman Daley announced that additional backup material had been distributed for Item 233735 from 
the Treasurer’s Office. 

Commissioner Sutker stated the lock box effort has been a success and that this pilot program should be 
continued in the future. He asked Tim Dauber, Finance Manager of the Treasurer’s Office, if there have 
been studies of other counties, such as Lake County, with respect to federally insured banks being sites 
for any taxpayers to make real estate tax payments. 

Mr. Dauber referred the question to Jim Allen, representative of the Treasurer’s Office. 
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Mr. Allen answered there has been research and there are major problems. He noted that the most 
significant problem under the Lake County system is the banks do not have to tender the receipts that they 
receive from the taxpayers for up to 10 days. As a result, the banks receive potentially 10 days interest on 
those property taxes. Conservatively, if the interest rate was 5% the County would potentially be ceding 
$10 million in interest earnings. 

Commissioner Sutker asked if Cook County is bound to a 10 day period with LaSalle National Bank? 

Mr. Allen responded no, Cook County is not bound to a ten day period. 

Commissioner Sutker asked how LaSalle National Bank pays interest? 

Mr. Allen answered the interest is required to be credited into an interest bearing account. 

Commissioner Sutker stated that LaSalle National Bank is earning interest on the County’s interest as 
well. Commissioner Sutker asked what other major problems exist. 

Mr. Allen stated that there is a problem in the document provisions. Currently, in Lake County the banks 
involved do not provide any copy of the front of the ta.xpayer’s check. Lake County has run into 
problems where there are duplicate payments. Mr. Allen received information from Lake County 
Treasurer, Robert Skidmore, regarding problems with the banks in Lake County not being equipped to do 
imaging. Mr. Allen proceeded to state that Cook County does receive the front image and corresponding 
image of the PIN number to which payment was applied to, to help detect error or settle any dispute. 

Commissioner Sutker stated that this is different than what he has heard and asked for something in 
writing from Lake County referencing what Mr. Allen expressed. He asked what are the other problems? 

Mr. Allen remarked in Lake County there are 200.000 PIN numbers and approximately 50 participating 
banks, while in Cook County there are 1.5 million PIN numbers and 191 banks. He noted there are 
collateralization issues, where community banks are required to have certain levels of collateral in order 
to be taking in this money. The banks must show in excess of 100%. 

Mr. Allen e.xpressed that the lock box is an important first step in enhancing investment performance and 
customer service. He indicated that RFPs were sent to 50 banks and 12 responses were received and 11 
banks declined to participate in this venture. 

Commissioner Sutker asked why 11 banks declined to participate? 

Mr. Allen stated that the responses can be provided to the commissioners. For example, he expressed that 
some banks were not ready, did not have the ability to handle such transactions or were transferring 
technology and equipment at this time. 

Commissioner Sutker was disturbed with the County Treasurer’s Office brochure listing LaSalle National 
Bank locations on the back. He stated there must be a way that the County can provide a service 
conveniently to the county’s taxpayers which would include all federally insured banks that are equipped 
and willing to participate in this program. The Treasurer’s goal should be to include more federally 
insured banks. 
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Mr. Allen stated that the Treasurer's goal is to include all banks for more convenience and has even been 
e.xploring currency exchanges, in the communities that have no community banks. A long tenn goal is to 
allow taxpayers to pay on the internet. The Treasurer’s Office wants to provide as many different options 
as possible for the taxpayer. 

Commissioner Sutker asked what is the interest that the County receives from LaSalle Bank on the 
amount of money that is kept in the lockboxes during the period of time they retain the sums? 

Mr. Allen commented that LaSalle National Bank was a key component in increasing interest earnings. 

Peter Karahalios, Legal Counsel/First Deputy Treasurer, Treasurer’s Office, stated that the way the 
accounts are structured is that the money goes from LaSalle Bank into a concentration account. The 
concentration account is swept into a Repo Account, earning 200 basis points more than the NOW 
account. The rate of return is approximately 5.2 to 5.3%. 

Commissioner Sutker stated that LaSalle Bank acquires its profit from that amount above 5.2% which it 
can generate using those dollars for investment. 

Mr. Karahalios stated LaSalle Bank is making the amount that they are able to charge the County given 
the number of PIN numbers that go through the lock box. 

Commissioner Sutker stated the County should find a way to use this program as a spring board to a more 
generic program to expand services. This program will let the banks compete with each other, with 
respect to the services they provide to their customers. The Treasurer’s brochure sends the wrong 
message to the public, banks and taxpayers. The County should not look like it is favoring LaSalle 
National Banks. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated there was a memorandum distributed from Chainnan Daley’s Office, to 
the Commissioners. The memorandum originated from Treasurer Pappas and Grace Colbert of the 
Budget Department as a correction on the Estimated Fiscal Impact for this item. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved to amend the Estimated Fiscal 
Impact with respect to Item 233735, as follows; $360,000.00 $0.00 . (Costs of this service is estimated at 
$360.000.00 and will be offset through compensating balances through an interest bearing account). 
Contract period: February 1, 2000 through January 31, 2001. ( 060 2 4 9 Account). 

Commissioner Hansen asked how the $500,000.00 and $360,000.00 figures relate on Item 233735? 

Mr. Dauber responded that the $500,000.00 was put together for the budget. It was only an estimate; 
what is needed is to complete the second installment transactions from the lockboxes to get a more 
accurate number, to base the figures for year 2000. The way that this will be paid is $360,000.00, but it 
will not be charged to an appropriation account. It will be charged to the “A Fund” Account. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the Treasurer’s Office cannot obligate $360,000.00 to come from the A 
Fund Account without the Board’s approval. Ultimately, the County is paying this amount. He asked if it 
can be zeroed-out? 

Mr. Dauber indicated when the Treasurer's Office was going through the budgetary process, it requested 
that $500,000.00 be placed in the Appropriations Account 249. The Treasurer’s Office was directed not 
to do so and it was in the best interest of the County to leave it the way it was, paid outside of the C Fund 
Account. He stated that it is paid out of the A Fund Account. The reason why the item is on the agenda 
before the Board is to inform the Commissioners that the Treasurer's Office will be handling it this way. 
He noted the A Fund Account is not under the authority of the Board. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked if the State’s Attorney’s Office could address the Committee on this issue 
regarding Item 233735. 

Kathy Hewlett, Assistant State’s Attorney, responded that she would like to review this issue and will 
respond in writing. 

Commissioner Hansen voiced his concern, regarding whether the County is allowing a bank to charge 
hidden fees. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated that the fiscal impact of this program is being shifted out of the taxing 
portion of the budget to an interest bearing A Fund Account, and the Treasurer’s Office is seeking the 
Commissioner’s approval. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that 10% of all property tax revenue goes to Cook County and so 10% of 
the cost goes to the County as well. He stated if there is a $360,000.00 charge to be levied through 
receiving less money then this is a cost passed on by the Treasurer’s Office. He asked what is the 
statutory basis for this? 

Mr. Dauber answered that the Treasurer’s Office does not believe it has sole authority over this issue. 
The Treasurer's Office did an RFP to comply with the Board’s request. The A Fund Account does not 
have an appropriation account for this to be charged to, however, there will be a cost incurred of 
$360,000.00. 

Commissioner Hansen expressed interest in all revenues generated by any and all funds in the Treasurer’s 
Office to the degree that those revenues are impacted by charges. He asked Tom Glaser, Chief Financial 
Officer, to address the committee as to where does the $360,000.00 expenditure appear in the County’s 
Budget? 

Chairman Daley noted for the members, that the letter requesting an amendment to Item 233735 is also 
signed by the Director of the Department of Budget & Management Services. Grace Colbert. 

Mr. Glaser stated $360,000.00 is a cost estimate based on the volume of transactions processed by 
LaSalle National Bank. It is a compensating balance. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the net figure? For example, if $720,000.00 is generated, the cost is 
$360,000.00, the net revenue figure is $360,000.00. The request from the Treasurer's Office cannot 
reflect a fiscal impact of zero. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Chief Financial 
Officer submit a report to the committee, as far as the status of the funds. Included in the report 
should be what is involved in the funds and which are approved and not approved by the Board. If 
the funds are not approved, there should be an ordinance prepared by the Chief Financial Officer, 
requesting that all funds be approved by this Board for any type of expenditures. The motion 
carried. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented that this would alleviate Commissioner Hansen’s concern about 
the A Fund possibly being spent without Board authorization. 

Commissioner Steele indicated there are communities within Cook County where LaSalle Bank has no 
presence. Commissioner Steele hopes that other financial institutions are added to accommodate all 
citizens in the next fiscal year. 
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Commissioner Hansen stated that good government finance practices should show gross revenues and 
fees should be netted-out afterwards. Fees shown should be shown as they are paid by the Treasurer. 

Commissioner Collins asked to look at all agencies that are not taxing bodies to ensure that no 
departments have a fund that they can dip into at their discretion. She wants a report showing the source 
of the funds to all departments. 

Chairman Daley clarified that the request made by Commissioner Lechowicz will include all departments. 

Commissioner Hansen stated concern of potential taxpayers suits by charging a fee on collecting receipts. 
There needs to be statutory authority. If there is a charge of $360,000 to collect $7 billion, there has to be 
adequate authority. 

Chairman Daley commented that Assistant State's Attorney Howlett will guide the committee on 
Commissioner Hansen’s concern. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked what is the A Fund Account income over the last year? 

Mr. Dauber answered $14,100,000.00 in interest earnings for Fiscal Year 1999. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the additional earnings were based on interest of deposits of tax 
payments? 

Mr. Dauber answered in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked how much of the $14,100,000.00 earnings were spent? 

Mr. Dauber answered that nothing was spent in Fiscal Year 1999. It was a budgetary item (060-249) 
within the C Fund. The Treasurer’s Office was directed to pay for this out of the interest income from the 
A Fund Account in the Fiscal Year 2000 Budget. The $14.1 million is a pass through. The $14.1 million 
went to the taxing bodies and agencies. 

Commissioner Silvestri commented that this item should not be used as an example. The committee has 
seen items similar to this originating from other offices. Often times, a fiscal impact of zero means this is 
being paid out of some other source, even though it may not have an impact on the budget. 

Commissioner Goslin indicated that a fiscal impact of zero would be misleading. There should be a 
process open to all banks and eliminate the perceived favored status of LaSalle Banks. He pointed out 
that his district borders 3 different counties where other banks work with various systems. He noted that 
McHenry County will be opening a cyber account next year and perhaps that should be another avenue to 
pursue. 

Commissioner Quigley echoed Commissioners Sutker’s and Goslin’s comments, to expand the program 
to include additional banks. He stated the Treasurer’s original request to place this item in the budget was 
a better approach. 

Chairman Daley asked Grace Colbert, Director of the Department of Budget and Management Services, 
to address the Finance Committee. 

Commissioner Lechowicz referenced a letter, originating from Treasurer Pappas and Grace Colbert, as a 
correction to the Estimated Fiscal Impact and inquired if Ms. Colbert agreed with the letter? 
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Ms. Colbert agreed there is a zero estimated fiscal impact. She commented the historical practice has 
been to administer the lock box through a compensating balance arrangement. There has never been a 
disbursement or cost related to it. 

Commissioner Lechowicz asked how much money is in the different accounts and do they come before 
the County Board for approval of any type of expenditure? 

Ms. Colbert stated that she could not answer the question because she sees the budget only within the 
context of the C Fund. 

Commissioner Lechowicz commented that since this practice has been used in the past, does she have any 
concerns regarding legal issues? 

Ms. Colbert answered that a legal person should respond to that question, however, this is a historical 
practice. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the cost for this service had ever been in the budget? 

Ms. Colbert responded in the negative to Commissioner Hansen’s question, there is no cost as far as the 
budget is concerned. 

Commissioner Hansen commented that there is a cost associated with this program, that this is not a 
minimum balance situation. Commissioner Hansen asked if the Board has been informed of the 
minimum balance requirements and what it entails? He further asked if Ms. Colbert has been informed of 
the composition of the minimum balance. 

Ms. Colbert responded that she did not know what the minimum balance requirements are and what 
services are provided. This is outside the purview of the budget. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that this is a systematic problem. He said if the system needs reform, it 
should be addressed as a whole. 

Chairman Daley expressed caution in deferring Item 233735. He further stated that a precedent may be 
set for all departments that present an item which reflects an estimated fiscal impact of zero. Moreover, 
the Budget Director has not only concurred with this matter, she also signed off on it. 

Mr. Allen stated deferring the item will delay the program and it will become costly in terms of lost 
interest earnings. A delay will cause the County to return to pre-lock box days. Commissioner Hansen 
suggested that Item 233735 be approved contingent upon receipt of the opinion from the State’s 
Attorney’s Office. 

Commissioner Carr, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved to defer consideration of Item 
233735. Following discussion. Commissioners Carr and Hansen withdrew their motion. 

Chairman Daley formally made the request to the State’s Attorney’s Office for a legal opinion with 
respect to Item 233735. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to approve Item 233735 
contingent upon receipt of an opinion from the State’s Attorney’s Office. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Carr. The 
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motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

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Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Audit of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, January 25, 2000 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building. 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item(s) and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

Following the call of the meeting. Chairman Daley stated that questions had been submitted to various 
departments and elected officials on the agenda items. The Chairman requested copies of the responses 
and questions be submitted to the Secretary to the Board and placed in the record as submitted to the 
Committee's report. Chairman Daley then recognized Commissioner Hansen. 

On a matter of old business. Commissioner Hansen asked if the Chairman had received any 
communication from Arthur Andersen or the Treasurer regarding the status of the Treasurer’s Office turn¬ 
over audit report for the year ending November 30, 1998, by Arthur Andersen. Commissioner Hansen 
stated he believed the Treasurer had given the Board a target date of Friday, January' 21, 2000 for the 
report to be distributed to the Members. Chairman Daley stated he believed the President’s Office had 
received some type of communication on the issue and called on Tom Glaser to respond on behalf of the 
Administration. 

Tom Glaser stated that the turn-over audit report was in the process of being completed by Arthur 
Andersen. He confirmed that a letter, dated January 13, 2000, from Arthur Andersen to President Stroger 
was received and did request assistance in obtaining tax distribution information from the MIS 
department. This information is necessary in order to complete the turnover audit report. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there was a response on this matter from the Treasurer’s Office regarding 
the reason for the delay of the report. The Chair called on Kim Feeney, a representative of the 
Treasurer’s Office, to respond. 

Kim Feeney stated the Treasurer’s report had not been forwarded to the Members due to the fact that two 
important items needed for the completion of the audit have not yet been received. Ms. Feeney cited the 
two items as: 1) the dummy distribution information from MIS, which allows the Treasurer’s Office to 
know if there are any items that still need to be distributed or redistributed to the taxing districts; and 2) 
information from the State of Illinois, which Arthur Andersen is working on regarding monies that could 
have been improperly escheated to the State in the past. 

Ms. Feeney explained that at the time the Treasurer provided a target date for transmitting the report to 
the Board, she had not been informed of any reason for delay and was unaware that Arthur Andersen was 
still awaiting the above referenced items and could not complete the report without the information. 

Ms. Feeney stated that she would immediately relay to the Treasurer the Members concerns. 

The Chairman then proceeded to the first item on the agenda. 

1. Clerk of the Circuit Court - Child Support Enforcement Division, Financial Report for the year 
ended November 30, 1997, by Laura A. Burman, County Auditor. 

Deferred at the October 26, 1999 meeting. 
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Referring to a letter, dated October 29, 1999, from Heather Crossley to Commissioner Hansen 
recommending investing in an automated billing system to allow the county to improve the tracking and 
collection of the administrative fees added on to child support payments. Commissioner Lechowicz asked 
if the automated billing system had been implemented or whether there was a better tracking method in 
place for the administrative fee collections. The Chair called on George Rada, a representative of the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office, to respond. 

George Rada stated the Circuit Court Clerk’s Office does not have an automated billing system, but has 
implemented the Auditor’s recommendations, in terms of developing and maintaining internal written 
policies and collection procedures. He explained that the office sends out three billing notices, which 
references the statutory requirements to the obligors, in an attempt to collect the child support 
administrative fee. Mr. Rada stated when those letters are neglected, the Circuit Court Clerk's Office 
consults with and relies on the State’s Attorney’s Office for enforcement of the collections. 

In response to Commissioner Lechowicz’s question, regarding why the office had not yet implemented an 
automated billing system and the reason for the delay in resolving this matter since thirteen million 
dollars in uncollected administrative fees date back to January of 1996, George Rada stated the Circuit 
Court Clerk’s Office did contact the State’s Attorney's Office as recommended by the Auditor to 
determine the best action to take and is awaiting a response on what recourse the office has in terms of 
collecting the past years delinquent fees as well as what can be done to enforce the payment of future 
collections. 

Mr. Rada stated the office has consulted with Pat Driscoll from the State’s Attorney’s Office and is 
awaiting a response on whether to pursue an automated billing system, a private collection agency, 
enforcement through the State’s Attorney’s Office, and/or a change in the statutory authority to allow the 
administrative fee to be court ordered. Mr. Rada noted that the office is anxious to resolve the collection 
problem and is waiting to review the State’s Attorney’s recommendations. 

Commissioner Lechowicz asked if Mr. Rada could confirm if there was a person from the State’s 
Attorney’s Civil Division assigned to enforce the administrative fee. Mr. Rada stated that he believed 
there was but no enforcement has been pursued. 

On that issue, the Chair called on a representative from the State’s Attorney to respond to the question of 
what is being done to pursue the past years delinquent fees collection and future enforcement of the 
county’s child support administrative fees. 

James Michael Bailey, Assistant State’s Attorney in the Civil Actions Bureau, presented himself to the 
members as the individual in the State’s Attorney’s Office asked to review the collection and enforcement 
of the county’s child support administrative fees. Mr. Bailey informed the members that there are two 
distinct and separate statutes that permit two separate $36 dollar child support administrative and 
maintenance fees (citing 750 ILCS 5/711 and 705 ILCS 5/27.2.) Mr. Bailey said he needed clarification 
from the Auditor regarding which statute the audit report is referencing when it cites House Bill 277. Mr. 
Bailey explained the fee authorized under 750 ILCS 5/711 is intended for the county’s use and stated it 
specifies that the court shall order the payor making payments directly to the clerk to pay the clerk a fee at 
the rate of $3.00 per month for every month in which the child support payment is due and the fee is to be 
made semi-annually (on the January 1*' and July payments) and shall be held in a separate fund by the 
Circuit Court Clerk and the contents of which shall be paid over to the county treasury, on a monthly 
basis or at such period as the county Treasurer shall determine, to reimburse the county for the cost of 
maintaining the child support enforcement program. 
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Mr. Bailey assumed the confusion involved in the collection of fee authorized under 750 ILCS may be 
due to the fact that the Circuit Court Clerk has sought to collect and has asked the State’s Attorney to 
enforce an administrative fee pursuant to 705 ILCS 105/27.2bb(4). He explained that he has discussed 
this matter with individuals in the Circuit Court Clerk’s Office and has tried to explain that the fee they 
wish to collect under this section of the law is unenforceable. Mr. Bailey noted that this statute only 
allows for a pennissive fee to be collected by the Clerk that must remain separate and apart from the court 
orders and therefore makes it very difficult to enforce. He explained that under 705 ILCS 105/27.2, 
subsection bb-4, the Circuit Court Clerk, if authorized by the County Board, may collect an annual fee up 
to $36 dollars that shall be in addition to and separate from amounts ordered to be paid as maintenance or 
child support and shall be deposited into a separate maintenance child support collection fund of which 
the Circuit Court Clerk shall be the custodian, ex-officio, and is intended to be used by the Circuit Court 
Clerk to further maintenance and child support. It also specifies that the Clerk may recover an additional 
cost incurred in the collection of the annual fee. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested a written response from the State’s Attorney as to recommendations 
to the Audit committee on how to implement the collection and enforcement of the administrative and 
maintenance of child support collection fees. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question, regarding the reason for the high volume of money 
being held in the Imprest Bank account, George Rada stated that this amount represents checks or monies 
that have been disbursed but were returned to the Clerk’s office or not cashed by financial institutions. 
Commissioner Hansen asked what the aging was on that account’s outstanding balance. Mr. Rada stated 
that some checks go back to 1991. 

Commissioner Hansen requested a year-by-year aging schedule of the outstanding check balance in the 
Imprest Bank Account and a legal opinion on the county’s obligation to escheat this money. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question, regarding if the county has an escheatment problem 
related to this account, George Rada stated that the office is looking into the escheatment issue as it 
relates to money attached to pending cases and checks returned by the Illinois Department of Financial 
Institutions requesting additional information. 

Commissioner Hansen asked the Auditor, if the county was allowed to hold monies for a length of time 
over eight years, or is the county required to escheat the monies to the Illinois Department of Financial 
Institutions after a certain number of years. Laura Burman stated that generally escheatments are made on 
money held for over seven years. However in regards to money the office reported was returned by the 
State, there may be a different protocol the State follows relating to pending cases. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question on the status of retrieving information on checks 
returned to the office due to a lack of information or an invalid address, George Rada stated that the office 
is in the process of improving its procedure used to locate case information as well as to update payees 
information when the payment notices are returned due to the obligor moving and not supplying the office 
with a forwarding address. In such cases, he noted, the information is not only important in the collection 
of delinquent county fees, but usually involves non-custodial parents who are also delinquent in their 
child support payments to the custodial parent. Mr. Rada stated that the Circuit Court Clerk’s Office has 
hired an outside consultant to provide the necessary matching record equipment to assist the office with 
this new match report system. 

Commissioner Hansen requested a written response from the Circuit Court Clerk regarding a target date 
for completing the match report and updating the clerk’s records system. 
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On a separate issue involving child support. Commissioner Hansen stated that he recently had read that 
custodial parents receive an inadequate share of the total dollars collected on child support payments 
ordered. 

Commissioner Hansen requested a report on what share of child support dollars ordered in Cook County 
goes to the custodial parent. Commissioner Hansen asked that the committee review the level of support 
information at its next meeting and examine the relative success or failure of the child support system. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to defer Item 1 to the next meeting of the committee. Seconded by 
Commissioner Lechowicz, the motion carried and the item was deferred. 

Chairman Daley requested that during the period of deferral the Circuit Court Clerk’s Office and 
State’s Attorney’s Office get together with the Auditor in order to complete all requests for 
information and to prepare a recommendation on the child support fee collection and enforcement 
issue for review by the Audit committee and the full Board. 

The Chairman then proceeded to the next item on the Agenda. 

2. 232091 BUREAU OF HEALTH SERVICES, by Ruth M. Rothstein. Chief, transmitting a 

Communication, dated September 16, 1999: 

This letter is to formally request that the Bureau of Health Services Audited Financial 
Statements, related Management Letter, and request for Bad Debt write-off for fiscal year 
199 8 1995 and prior years be forwarded to the Audit Committee of the Board of 
Commissioners for discussion. 

Referred to the Audit Committee on November 9,1999. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding a statement on page 1-Appendix A, and the 
status of the recommendation to increase the $250 purchasing limit, Tom Glaser stated that he had briefed 
the President on several options and will come back to the Board with a recommendation on the issue. 

In response to Commissioner Flansen’s question, on page 3-Appendix A, regarding an explanation of 
what a charge master and charge structure is, Alvin Holley stated that the charge master is simply the 
table used for different fees that refers to over 10,000 line items in the charge structure. Mr. Holley noted 
that these charges typically relate to various radiology and lab fees and stated that in order to increase 
these fees and provide a more detailed report of each fee the charge master needs to be updated. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding a time frame for completing the 
recommendation, Alvin Holley stated that the Bureau has completed its solicitation for bid proposals and 
would be submitting a recommendation on a vendor very soon. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen's question, on page 3, regarding where the aging schedule was for 
the $880 million uncollectable account, the Auditor stated that she had passed this request onto Alvin 
Holley along with the other questions she had received from the Commissioner only yesterday. Laura 
Burman stated that the Bureau’s responses and request for additional information would be provided to 
Commissioner Hansen. 

Commissioner Hansen requested information in writing from Alvin Holley regarding the aging schedule 
for the $880 million uncollectable debt figure, including the amount associated with each year up to fiscal 
year 1998. 
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Commissioner Hansen expressed some concern regarding why $880 million in uncollectable debt had not 
been cleaned up earlier, as permitted under the Bad Debt Write-Off Policy. Laura Burman stated that this 
was the first annual write-off since the adoption of the policy by this Body. She pointed out that the 
communication before the committee today includes a separate schedule item referred to as the 
“Summary of Bad Debt Write-Off for fiscal year 1995 and prior.” Ms. Burman noted that the schedule 
did not include fiscal years 1996, 1997 and 1998, since collections for these years had not yet been 
completed. She stated the Bureau of Health Services was requesting approval of the bad debt write-off 
schedule for fiscal year 1995 and prior years. She also noted that from this point forward the committee 
would be considering bad debt write-off on an annual basis. 

In response to Vice Chairman Goslin’s question regarding a more specific definition of the term "prior 
years” as used in the summary, Alvin Holley stated that prior years refers to fiscal year 1994. 

Vice Chairman Goslin requested a written copy of the Bad Debt Write-Off Policy approved by this Body 
from the Auditor. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding if the $880 million uncollectable figure 
includes the bad debt for fiscal years 1994 and 1995, Laura Burman stated that it did. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question, on page 5, regarding an explanation for the contributed 
capital depreciation of $19 million. Alvin Holley explained there is certain property in assets that the 
county purchased with bond issues. He said the Bureau records such property as fixed assets and records 
the offset as contributed capital. Mr. Holley explained that after the Bureau depreciates that asset, the 
contributing capital must be reduced to allow it to be fairly stated and not run against the operating fund. 
Mr. Holley stated that the operating fund reflected is strictly for presentation. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question to the Chief Financial Officer of the County regarding 
when the county instituted this depreciation policy, Tom Glaser stated that the hospital is required to 
depreciate assets in order to do the federal report used to receive Medicare/Medicaid reimbursement. Mr. 
Glaser stated the county had not yet instituted a depreciation policy; however, the hospital did institute a 
policy on depreciation. 

Commissioner Hansen stated this was the first time he had heard of the hospital’s depreciation policy and 
noted his concern that the County Board had not approved it. Alvin Holley responded that the hospital’s 
books are recorded on an accrual basis and with the accrual financial statement you must use 
depreciation. Mr. Holley stated that the depreciation guidelines used by the county’s hospitals come from 
the American Hospital Association, which includes suggested depreciable useful life that most hospitals 
use in the United States. 

Commissioner Hansen requested from the Bureau of Health Services a copy of the depreciation policy 
used by the hospital. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding an explanation for the deficiency figure of 
revenue over expenses showing $38 million, Alvin Holley stated that this figure reflects the bottom line 
and is derived from subtracting the $333 million non-operating revenue from the $371 million loss from 
operations. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested a synopsis of past and current bad debt write-offs, along with a 
schedule of future bad debt write-offs for fiscal years 1996, 1997 and 1998. Commissioner Hansen 
requested that a percentage or estimate for fiscal year 1999 be included in this information. 
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Commissioner Lechowicz moved to amend Communication 232091 on its face, by striking “1998” 
and inserting “1995 and prior years”, and by striking “Fiscal Year 1998” in the Bureau of Health 
Serv ice’s summary sheet of the Bad Debt Write-Off schedule. Seconded by Commissioner Hansen, 
the motion carried. 

Commissioner Lechowicz moved to approve the Bad Debt Write-Off schedule, as amended. 
Seconded by Commissioner Hansen, the motion carried and the Bad Debt Write-Off schedule for 
Fiscal Year 1995 and prior was approved. 

Commissioner Butler moved to receive and fde Communication 232091, as it relates to the audit 
report by Deloitte & Touche.

Chairman Hansen called on Gerry Reyes to address any concerns the State's Attorney's office might have 
regarding the bill. 

Gerry Reyes stated the office had some technical questions regarding how objection procedures would be 
implemented. He also commented the office was reviewing the impact on tax objection cases if the 
State's Attorney was relieved of his duties in such cases. Mr. Reyes noted that a similar proposal was 
introduced last year but never made it out of the Rules Committee. 

Vice Chainnan Lechowicz asked if the Cook County State's Attorney's office opposes Senate Bill 1303. 
Gerry Reyes stated the office did not take a formal position on the bill but had opposed it in the past. 

Commissioner Sutker suggested that the county's lobbyists request an amendment deleting the text 
stating, "the State's Attorney shall be relieved of the defense" and inserting the language, "the State's 
Attorney may join in the defense." 

Commissioner Sutker asked whether his suggested amendatory language had ever been discussed or 
proposed in the past. In response. Gerry Reyes stated that to date no amendatory language has been 
proposed. 

In response to Commissioner Daley's question regarding the vote in committee on Senate Bill 1303, Steve 
Morrill stated he did not believe there were any objections to the measures in committee. Commissioner 
Daley asked if the county took a position on the bill. Steve Morrill stated that the county took no 
position. 

Commissioner Daley asked if when an elected county official opposes a measure does the county do the 
same, Steve Morrill stated that positions are only taken when this Body and the Board approve a position. 
Commissioner Daley commented on the need for the county to take a position on bills during hearings in 
substantive committees. Vice Chairman Lechowicz agreed and stated there needs to be a coordinated 
effort by the entire county on all legislation. 

Commissioner Sims asked for information in regards to any action taken on the bill. 

Sandra Overberg confirmed that no formal opposition was filed on behalf of the Board or the 
Administration in committee. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to oppose Senate Bill 1303. Seconded by Commissioner Daley, 
the motion carried. 

3. SB 1276 - Property Taxes: Attorneys before Board of Review 

Steve Morrill stated that Senate Bill 1276 passed, without objection this week, out of the Senate Revenue 
Committee and is on second reading on the Senate floor. Mr. Morrill stated the proposal would provide, 
in Cook County only, that non-attorneys are authorized to represent taxpayers before the Cook County 
Board of Review. 
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Chairman Hansen called on the representative of the Board of Review, John Potts, to comment on the bill. 
Mr. Potts informed the members that the Board of Review opposed the bill in committee, along with the 
Illinois State Bar Association's (ISBA) Real Estate Tax Division. He stated testimony was given 
addressing the Board's and ISBA's concerns, but the bill passed out of Senate Revenue this week by a 
vote of 9 yeas, 2 nays. Mr. Potts stated that currently a roll call of the Senate members is being conducted 
and the bill is expected to come up for a vote next week. 

In response to Chairman Hansen's question regarding if all three Commissioners on the Cook County 
Board of Review opposed Senate Bill 1276, John Potts stated that they did. 

Hearing no motion from the members of the committee, the Chair ruled that Item 3, Senate Bill 
1276, be deferred. 

4. SB 1546 - Property Taxes: Assessment Notices 

Noting the committee had been informed earlier that Item 4 was presumably dead, but made aware 
that bill could be resurrected in amendatory form, the Chair ruled that Item 4, Senate Bill 1546, be 
deferred. 

5. SB 1645 - Property Taxes: Mortgage Lender Notices 

Steve Morrill stated that Senate Bill 1645 passed out of the Senate Revenue Committee this week and was 
on second reading on the Senate floor. He stated that the proposal would provide, in Cook County only, that 
when an assessment increase notice is mailed by the Assessor's office to a mortgage lender, within 5 days of 
receipt, the mortgage lender shall mail a copy of the notice to each owner or mortgagor of the property. 

Eugene Barnes informed the members that Senate Bill 1645 is an initiative of Assessor Houlihan. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to support Senate Bill 1546. Seconded by Commissioner Daley, 
the motion carried. 

6. HB 2976 - FOIA: Litigation Records 

Steve Morrill stated that House Bill 2976 failed in committee and is technically "dead" for the session. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to oppose House Bill 2976 and similar provisions that may arise 
in the future. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the motion carried. 

7. HB 1137 - Elections: Local Primaries 

Steve Morrill stated that House Bill 1137 is currently on the Secretary's desk in the Senate on non¬ 
concurrence and will be subject to a conference committee report. Mr. Morrill informed the committee 
that the proposed conference committee report's language is intended to amend the Election Code to allow 
new voting equipment (purchased by Cook County and the Chicago Board of Elections) to be used as 
intended. Mr. Morrill stated that changes to the Code would allow the voter to directly insert the ballot 
into the machine rather than handing it to the election judge and the machine would automatically tally 
voting cards. 
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Commissioner Daley asked to hear from Gary Rycyzyn, Director of Elections, Cook County Clerk’s 
Office. Gary Rycyzyn stated that he had not seen the amendment to House Bill! 137 but noted that if the 
proposal contains changes to the Election Code to allow new voting equipment to be used as approved by 
the County' Board, he would recommend support. 

In response to Chairman Hansen’s question regarding whether the county's election process would be 
disrupted if this legislation was not adopted, Gary Rycyzyn stated there would be no disruption. He 
explained that the election authorities could still use the new equipment, but with the old election 
procedure. 

In response to Commissioner Daley's question if the new machines would allow for the rejection of ballot 
cards not signed by an election judge, Gary Rycyzyn noted that the election authorities were requested not 
to use this feature during the test period. 

Steve Morrill further stated that the reason this feature is not being used during the test is due to concerns 
relating to ballot security. 

Commissioner Daley asked if the issue relating to over-counts was still in the proposal, Steve Morrill 
responded that it was not. 

Commissioner Daley stated that House Bill 1137 appears to lack two primaiy' features the County Board 
was concerned with when it approved the purchase of the new equipment. 

Chairman Hansen asked Gary Rycyzyn if the ballot card does not contain an election judge’s initials, 
during the test period, would the ballot be rejected. Gary Rycyzyn stated the equipment does not 
currently carry this feature. 

Commissioner Sutker stated he was very disturbed at this since the board was informed that the pilot 
program would include the two features mentioned. He noted the pilot program will accomplish nothing 
in terms of testing the intended uses of the new equipment. 

Chairman Hansen commented that he was disturbed that the Chairman and committee were not being 
fully briefed by lobbyists and representatives from the elected offices on changes being made by this draft 
legislation impacting the county. 

Commissioner Sutker moved to defer House Bill 1137. Seconded by Vice Chairman Lechowicz, the 
motion carried. 

8. SB 1890 - Elections; Absentee Voting 

After hearing that the bill had failed to advance to the Senate floor by the February' 17, 2000 
committee deadline, Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to oppose Senate Bill 1890 or any similar 
provisions that may arise in the future. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the motion carried. 

9. HB 3036 - Senior Citizen Prescription Drug Program Act 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to support House Bill 3036. Seconded by Commissioner Daley, 
the motion carried. 
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10. HB 3225 - Counties Code: Sheriffs Merit Board 

Eugene Barnes stated that House Bill 3225 was amended the day before in committee to remove language 
opposed by the Administration calling for merit board members to receive any wage adjustments 
approved by the board for its employees. Mr. Barnes stated that upon adoption of the amendment, the 
Administration removed its opposition. 

Chairman Hansen stated concern in not receiving any oral or written justification from the Sheriffs Office 
on the need for two additional merit board members. He noted also that the membership of the current 
Board was at odds with the statue copy provided to the committee. 

Ed Carik assured the Members that the changes in the statute, in regards to the Board's salaries and 
membership, are permissive since the statute states that each requires the consent and approval of the 
County Board. 

In response to Commissioner Sutker's question on whether the party affiliation of the Board changes 
proportionately with the increase in membership, Ed Carik stated that the statute’s current provisions on 
party membership would not change. 

Commissioner Daley moved to support House Bill 3225, as amended. Seconded by Vice Chairman 
Lechowicz, the motion carried. 

Chairman Hansen and Commissioner Sutker voted Present on this item. 

11. SB 1522 - Counties Code: Cell Tower Guidelines 

Steve Morrill stated that Senate Bill 1522 is a Metro Counties initiative. He stated that the 
telecommunication carriers oppose the discretionary provisions being made mandatory. Mr. Morrill 
suggested that Sandra Overberg might have some information on this issue. 

Sandra Overberg stated that at the last Metro Counties Association meeting, the bill was mentioned as a 
priority initiative of Lake County, which the association supported. She stated that the intent of the bill is 
to allow local authorities to protect residential communities and property owners. Ms. Overberg stated 
that Cook County has taken a neutral position in the past since zoning and building authority is not 
restricted under the statute for home rule bodies. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz requested that a copy of Senate Bill 1522 be sent to the Building and Zoning 
Department asking for a written response regarding any impact the bill might have on Cook County. 

Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to defer Senate Bill 1522. Seconded by Commissioner Sutker, the 
motion carried. 

12. HB 4651 - Employee Wage Deductions for Debt Collection 

Chairman Hansen recognized Carl McCormick to make any observation on the bill as it relates to Cook 
County Forest Preserve District employees. 

Carl McCormick stated that the District had no problems with the provisions and is in favor of House Bill 
4651. 
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Vice Chairman Lechowicz moved to support House Bill 4651. Seconded by Commissioner Daley, 
the motion earned. 

Commissioner Daley moved to include the budget memo from Debra Stone into the record. 
Seconded Commissioner Sutker, the motion carried. 

Vice Chairman Leehowicz moved to include the memos from the Office of the Clerk of the Cireuit 
Court and the Office of the Assessor into the record. Seconded by Commissioner Daley, the motion 
earried. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Commissioner Daley moved to adjourn. Seconded by Commissioner Sims, the motion earried and 
the meeting was adjourned.

Tax Delinquency Subcommittee, 
submitting a request from Robbins, Salomon & Patt. Ltd., Attorneys at Law:

We represent the Village of Glenview, which is requesting the assistance of Cook County in 
making a no cash bid to acquire two separate properties located within the municipal 
boundaries of the Village. The properties are identified by PIN 04-35-106-034 (Vol. 134) 
and PIN 04-32-200-044 (Vol. 134). The properties to be acquired have been tax delinquent 
for each of two or more years. After acquiring the property bearing PIN 04-35-106-034, the 
Village intends to return the property to the tax rolls by conveying it to a developer for a 
multi-family residential development. With regard to the property bearing PIN 04-32-200- 
044, the Village will continue to utilize this property as a detention basin as part of the 
Village's storm water management program.

Whereas, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is committed to protecting the rights of all Juvenile 
detainees and is currently considering ways within the scope of the Board’s Jurisdiction to insure greater 
protection, and 

Whereas, during the Family Court and Juvenile Detention Center Committee’s deliberations on a similar 
proposed County Ordinance the general consensus was the issue could be resolved at the State level, and 

Whereas, some alleged Juvenile confessions have been recanted due to practices employed in obtaining 
the confession; subsequently, the Board was held liable for damages and monetary awards causing 
unnecessary expenditure of tax dollars, now 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners do hereby call upon the 
Governor and the State Legislature to enact laws providing for the protection of Juvenile detainee’s 
Miranda Rights, the appointment of legal counsel prior to interrogation and confessions when a Juvenile 
is detained in connection to a crime that could be classified as a Class I or above felony if committed by 
an adult, and 

Be It Further Resolved, that the Governor and the State Legislature provide for financial assistance to 
local units of government where there is a disproportionate number of Juvenile crime and that a copy of 
this Resolution be given to the Speaker of the House and Minority Leader, the President of the Senate and 
Minority Spokesman.
